The Myers family planned to move from the 
apartm ents to East Middle street today, and had 
taken one small truckload of personal belongings to 
their new home Monday afternoon, but all of their 
furniture was consumed.

The three new automobiles in the garage were 
owned by H. IL Slaughenhaup, of Chambersburg, 
pioprietor of the Lincoln Way garage, Buford ave­ 
nue. 
Two of the machines were Studehakers, one 
an eight-cylinder sedan, which sells for $2185, and 
the other a six-cylinder sedan, retailing at $1680.
